and Sherman. There were other he- 
roes and* statesmen, but these three 
stand well in the foreground, and 
will doubtless be fixed there by the 
unanimous voice of future historians. 
OE the three, Sheiman was tho^most 
heroic 
and 
dramatic. 
Lincoln's 


great strength lay in patience, in his 
ability to wait with fortitude events 
which his wonderful sagacity per- 
ceived in the distant future, aud in 
the aptitude with which ho seized 
the occasion as it passed. 
Ho neither 


anticipated events nor did he strike 
at them in their retreat. 
He laid 


hold on them as they came up and 
bent thorn to his service. 
Tho re 


moval of McOlellan from the com 
inand of the Army of the Potomac, 
the order for the release of Mason 
and Slidell, the emancipation procla 
mation, and the notification to the 
British Government that the launch- 
Jng of more Alabamas would be re- 
g irdod by this Government as an ao1 
of war, were all instances in whiol 
the act \;'as suited to the time.

was Qeaer^l Grant's good fortune to 
inherit some measure of the fame 
which would have been Lincoln s 
had he lived. 
'.The country was so 


greatful for the great service ron 
dored that it had to1 pour out its dem 
onstrationa on soLie living head 
General Grant waa in command o 
the army wheu Lee surrendered, ana 
he was made the herO of the war 
Hia own service was t'o great tha 
there waa no lack of fit less in thi 
selection. 
If he had nc't been, UK 


Lincoln, an absolute iaa'espensabl 
agent in procuring the resu 14, he hac 
certainly contributed good work and 
at the right time. His pecuh ar char- 
acteristics are stamped upon the in- 
telligence of the Nation about as dis- 
tinctlv as those of Lincoln.

to do Lincoln's.jbherman was always 
dashing, heroics and dramatic. His 
demand for two hu adred thousand 
troops, when a few ,v,bonsand three

•that he was an unsafe man. Some 
•called him insane. It -was soon dis- 
covered, however, that ho looked 
further into the future t ban the aver- 
age poiitioion, and had the au'dacity 
to state what he saw. 
Lincoln may 


have had quite as clear a view of the 
magnitude of the struggle the peop w 
were about to enter upon, but he dia 
not think the people ready for the 
announcement. Sherman was well 
in his place, but it was well he was 
not in Lincoln's place. 
His famous 


march through Georgia was charac- 
teristic of the man. 
Apparently the 


most perilous military undertaking 
of the war, it waa in reality the most 
safe. If there had been an enemy 
Sherman and his army would have 
been annihilated; as there was none, 
lie marchei in triumph to the sea 
and'thereby won immortal glory. 
The last of these men haa now re- 
tired from tfee service of his country. 
Lincoln passed from the scene of his 
labor almost at the first moment 
when he could feel sure that it was 
done. 
Grant lived to anjoy a popu- 


larity without parallel in the history 
of the country," but his efforts to se- 
cure the Presidency for a third term 
somewhat depressed him. 
Sherman 


iius so far declined to bite at the bait 
which tempted his superior in rank, 
and now^ retires with undimi'aished 
popularity. Probably he could have 
the nomination which Grant is said 
to still desire, but the hope is that 
ilie will be content with the honors 
.already bestowed upon him.
